.in brief, that if rates which produce 
so-called excess earnings ars just 
and reasonable rates, as they ar? 
presumed to be when fixed aad reg- 
ulated by the Interstate Commerc3 
Commission, then the earnings from 
those rates are the property of the 
railroad companies, which may be 
taxed, hut' cannot be taken away as 
that, he argues, would be confis- 
cation. 


"All the rates fixed and main- 


tained," be says, "are at all times 
open to inquiry and the Commission 
has full authority to insist that they 
shall never he more than, just and 
reasonable. 
Section $ of the bill 


providing for the payment to the 
Railroad Transportation Board of 
the so called '(-scess* ea'Ttinsjs 


not provide for a determination that 
the rates under which the .described 
'excess' has been collect by the 
carrier were • not just and - reason- 
able rates for the services rendered. 
If, however, the rates tbus fixed, 
charged and received bv a carrier 
are to be deemed just and reason- 
able for the services rendered, • the 
carrier is entitled to these receipts 
as its property, and the taking by 
the government of any portion of 
these receipts (except under a val- 
id tax) for general.governmena pur- 
poses or for the benefit of. .other 
carriers would appear to be a taking 
of property contrary to the fr'jftli 
Amendment of the Federal Constitu- 
tion. 


"The provision of the pending bill 


is not a tax laid upon all carriers

Street Car Service 


COORPINC to a story published yesterday in the Times, the 
Ohio Electric Kail way Company has at last seen the light ant 
is going 1o consult Lima citizens about the kind of street car 


service that resident of this city desire. In other -words, if the 
news story is to be believed, the company is going to allow the home 
folks something to s,ay about their street cars. 


The company, Jf i>> reported, is going to ask the Citizens Commit- 


tee to approve a propos.-il to make a new contract with the city for 
street car bervice, wh( rcby tlie price of ear rides will be revised every 
six month? on -the basis of the company's showing as to its receipts 
and expenditures. 


If a new contract if? entered into, or its franchise extended for a 


period of twelve years, the company proposes to extend its lines to 
various factories, place twenty-live new cars ia operation and ar- 
range for a ten minute schedule. 


It also expects, ?o it is said, to ask approval of the council and 


citizens commit/! ee, of the plan to nse the one-man cars that are said 
to be successfully operated in Port "Wayne, Terre Haute and other 
cities. 


There is no-doubt whatever that if the citizens committee, civic 


organizations, the city council and the Ohio Electric should meet on 
common ground and make a sensible, fair and reasonable agreement 
for a new franchise for street car service it would be the beat thing 
that has happened in Lima for years. 


The Times does not believe, however, that ten minute street car 


service is sufficiently frequent for a city the size of Lima. Possibly 
the street car company can prove that it is not possible nor profit- 
able to operate the cars more often, but it i.s a fnct that twelve min- 
utes is too Jong for those who "have missed a car" to wait for the 
next one. 


Ontside'of this one objection the Lima Times heartily approves 


,,tbe plan to re-open the franchise and grant a new one tli;t! will meet 
'ttie approval of the city council and tlie citizens generally. 


Regarding one-man cars the Times is like many n'hers—it is 


•willing to be shown. 
Cf the cars are not perfectly HiiiV M<> do

want them. If any real injtvjtiee is done Ihi* men opcraUnp; the cars 
it will not do to install them.

K will soon be 50 years since the 


death of Vallandigham. His spec- 
tacular and strenuous career wenj 
don-n in * tragedy which in it* start- 
ling suddenness matched his event- 
ful life. 
A man of unquestioned 


ability and well-Informed in the law 
the failure of the causes to which 
he allied himself, and his defeat in 
political life had no effect to keep 
htm from success in his profOMfon 
and the reconstruction period fol- 
lowing the civil war saw him rapid- 
ly rising to the highest rank at the 
bar in southwestern Ohio. 


A notable murder trial came on In 


Warren county in the summer ot 
1871. 
A man named McCMhen bad 


killed a Butler county man named 
Meyera—or he was accused of It at 
least, and the defense had retained 
Vallandigham to take the leading 
part of counsel for the accused. With 
him were associated former Lieuten- 
ant Governor A. G. 
MciBurney of 


Warren county and other 
notable 


lawyers, and on the evening of June 
6 the co-counsel were ia conference 
in a room at a iotel over the points 
in t&eir plans of defense, they claim- 
ing that Meyers shot himself either 
accidentally or with gucidal intent. 


Demonstrating how !n his opinion 


Meyers might have shot himself ac- 
cidentally, Vallandigham stood be- 
fore his co-counsel, and picking up 
a pistol from a bed in the room 
where the\ were conferring, placed 
it against Mb right side at the float- 
ing ribs. 
He supposed it was not 


loaded and handled 
it 
recklessly. 


The lawyers had just returned from 
a walk to the oitskirts of the town, 
where they made some tests with 
pistols to secure data tor use in the 
trial, and in some way this one was- 
brought back loaded. 
It was dis- 


charged as Vallandigham 
held • it 


against his side. A dangerous wound 
for e-'-ea these days of perfected sur- 
gery "was produced, and it was real- 
ized by both the wounded man and 
his friends that it would prove fatal.

tower gave me a glimpse of his vil- 
lany.

ets, as one trying to escape after 
robbing his host. 
What a tale he 


would make oi it! 


Next clay my uncle spoke of a 


fiiuuii, Captain" Elias Hoseason, of 
the brig Covenant, then lying otf 
Queenslerry on the Futb, proposing 
that 1 go to call there with him. I 
agreed, being eager to 
get 
away 


from that e\il house; also I had 
knowledge that residing in Queens- 
ferry was Mr. Rankiellor, ^the coun- 
sellor and agent, a friendly person 
and one who knew more than any 
other of my fatlier'-s business in life. 


We arrived at Queensferry, but I 


did not see Mr. Rankiellor, foreby I 
first allowed myself to be led into 
looking over the brig with Captain 
Hoseason and ray uncle. 
It was so 


that J came to be knocked on the 
head and kidnapped to sea on the 
agreement between my uncle and 
Captain Hoseason that I was to be 
sold into slavery in the Carolines. 


It was a fair wind the first day to 


sea, 
but following days -were all 


head winds, the ship making so lit- 
tle way on her course to the north 
that Captain Hoseason made a fair 
wind of a foul one by heading her 
south back the way we had come. 
During this time of bad weather the 
cabin boy was killed by the first of- 
ficer in a drunken passion, his body 
cast overboard and I pressed into his 
berth. 


It was night, with a swell and a 


thick white fog, the ^ men listening 
for breakers, when the brig ran ov- 
er a boat; and sent all but one man 
to the bottom. 
That one, with a 


leap and a clutch which showed his 
rare agility and strength, boarded 
us by way of the brig's bowsprit. 


He entered the cabin, or round- 


house looking cool as you please, 
and called for something to eat and 
the drink to wash it down.

For the first time in my life I fired 
a pistol; and hit one of them, which 
drove them back.

Another lay beside him.

"Your father," he exr ined 
"was a good man but weak. lov- 
ed your mother.

your 


mother he let .your uncle steal the 
estates. But he will have them back 
soon." 


Alan aided us greatly In our plans. 


Half by quick wit and half by sheer 
boldness, he had my uncle admit 
his plan to have me kidnapped and 
sold into slavery in the Carolines, 
Mr. Rankiellor and his clerk all tha 
while listening in the shadows. And 
so I came into my own. 


And Alan, who made a man of 


me? All he asked was to be put on 
the road of his mission. As to that, 
Ipt me say if I say no more, that 
he went safe on his way and all went 
well with him thereafter.

The marking gauge Is used for laying 


out lines along the grain, of a piece 
of wood. The head moves along the 
beam and can be fastened in. any de- 
sired position. As received from the 
factory, the spur Is set accurately 
with reference to the graduations on 
the beam, but it is not likely to long 
remain so. To Insure accuracy, the 
-ule shonld be used to check each set- 
Jng. 
Some -workmen plane off the 


graduations, thus removing any temp- 
tation to be guided by them. 


To lay out arcs and circles the com-- 


pass or dividers are used. 
Both legs 


of the dividers are metal, while one 
leg of the compass holds a pencil. The 
compass can be used for a great deal 
of work, but where it is desired to lay 
out anything accurately, the dividers 
should be used. 


In all the work you do, try to select 


the right tool and use it as its designer 
intended it to be used.
